A very interostisig, scientific and in- 
structive lecture on "watei-" was 

delivered at tho Indl of tho Mechanics' 
Institute hist evening by tho llev. II. H. 
INIogg. The rbvcrend gcntleiium was intro- 
duced touiuunorouss audience by Dr. Asli. 
Tho lecturer in introducing tlio subject 
dwelt on its vustiiess, and explained how 
any one section might form subject matter 
not for one lecture but for a wholo series. 
Ho explained wliy ho liad eliosen such a 
fuinilii'.r subject as water, liecauso people 
were apt to forget plain, scientific truths 
in connection with everyday life. Having 
alludoil to tho important part water play- 
ed in tho economy of tlio world, ho said 
ho would ask the audience to direct their 
attention to a mere drop, as it was cpiite 
sufficient for tho purpose of the lecture. 
Ho propo.<ied to follow a drop through its 
lifetime. Tlio tirst (luestion that arose 
was "what is it!" Having explained tlio 
dilliorenco between a simple and compound 
body and alluded to tho Ariatotoliau theory 
of 'tlio four olomonts, tho lecturer showed 
how water was a compound bodj', and 
next proceeded to show its components 
parts, hydrugen and oxygen. This was 
oli'cctively done by tho decomi)osition be- 
j ing projected on a screen by tho powerful 
o.Ky-hydrogen light. Tho nature 
of tho gases was shown by a series 
of beautiful oxperimonts. Having pro- 
duced water the lecturer o.\plaincd 
the fonnatiDii of chuids. The differ- 
ent classes v.ere made evident by 
photograi)lis from clouds substituted by 
tho lantern. I'asaing on, rain, hail and 
snow were successively oxplained. The 
latter was dwelt upon tis illustrative 
of the wonderful power of the forces 
of crystalizatioii and the order 
and nieth(Ml (ihservable in nature. 
During the interval .several interesting 
slides were exhibited, nmre or less con- 
nected with the subject, by i\Ir. T.aii^dey 
by the aid of his iiuwerful lantern. I'lie 
hist slide depicted tho glacier of tho Mere 
do Glace, and this engaged the attention 
of the lecture)', who dwelt upim the 
causes and a]ipcai'anco (~'f glaciers. The 
Itev. gentleman then concluded by shew- 
ing the Urumiiionil light, and a vnte of 
thanks having lieeii tendered liini tho au- 
dience dispersed highly deligliled with '

Olive Logan has obtained direct from 
a Temple Bur English cook, the follow- 
ing receipt for raakiitg that celebrated 
dish a beefsteak pudtling. Tho quant- 
ities given are for four peraons: 

1 -Make a crust of half a pound of 
suet, chopped fine ; one iiound of flour, 
half saltspoonful of salt, a teasjioonful 
of baking powder, mixed together, and 
sullicient cold water added to make it 
a stifl' paste. 

'1. Cut one-third of tho paste for 
the cover of the pudding basin in which 
the iinddiiig is to be boiled. Roll tho 
rest of the paste to the size required to 
line the iiudding basin. Grease with 
Initter tho pudding ba.sin, and lay the 
paste in neatly. 

.'5 Take two pounds of beef cut in 
slice.s. Dip each slice in flour as you 
lay it in the basin along with two kid- 
neys; a little ehop[ied parsley, a bit of 
good butter tho size of an (sgg, a few 
drops of Worchcstershirse-sauce a tea- 
cupful of water, half a saltspoonful of 
salt, ditto of pepper.
